The vouthful prisoner today told 
~!aas and State Police Officer 
Jesse Mclntyre, who with Ogle 
county Deputy Robert Tilton took 
him in custody, that he made the 
saw himself from a putty knife he 
picked up. 


Returned to Jail 


The youth was returned to Ore- 


gon by Mclntyre and Tilton from 
the Travis farm, where a farmer 
held the jouth by talking to him. 


Thompson, a native of Chicago, 


who had been working on a farm 
near Woosung, was a-rested June 
10 by Ogle county authorities and 
was awaiting trial 'on an indict- 
ment charging him with the theft 
of a truck m polo. 


Maas said the prisoner walked 


across the countryside after flee- 
ing from the jail. 


Thompson's escape was the sec- 


ond break at Oregon In the past 
year. 
Several months ago two 


prisoners chopped a hole in a brick 
wall of the jail to gain their free- 
dom.

The split personality of com 


munism in this couniry is pointed 
up by a provision in the new la- 
bor law which in effect makes It 
illegal for a Communist to hold 
office in a labor union. 


As things stand now a Commu- 


nist, while barred from union of- 
fice, may theoretically, hold pub- 
lic 'office. Communist candidates 
for President received votes in 37 
states in 1932, in 3* states in 1936, 
and in 24 four years later. 


The courts of some states have 


held that calling: a person a Com- 
munist can constitute libel. It is 
not libelous to call a man a Re- 
publican in the Deep South, or a 
Democrat in Vermont. Yet the 
Communist, like the Democrat or 
Republican, belong- to a legiti- 
mate political party 
which can 


nominate candidates and, if it can 
persuade 
enough voters. 
eiect 


them. 
:. 


Well, what is the Communist 


Party ? Is it an organization which 
owes allegiance to and takes or- 
ders from a foreign 
power, and 


which seeks to 
overthrow the 


United 
States 
government 
by 


-force? Or is'.it a legitimate poli- 
tical group operating within the 
structure of our government, obey- 
ing the requirements and enjoy- 
ing the protection of out state 
•:and national laws? . , . 


The answer to both questions is 


yes—unless ..one chooses to dis- 
regard all the available evidence 
which supports "the first question. 
So what is to be done about it? 


Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 


bach'g suggestion that the Com- 
munist Party be outlawed 
has 


gained ni> headway. The chief ar- 
gument against it is that outlaw- 
Ing would simply drive the Com- 
munists to cover and make them 
harder to {identify and root out 
of places where they caji do great 
harm.' 


Perhaps that is so. Perhaps 


party membership should not be 
•made a punishable offense. 
But 


it does seem too bad that some- 
thing can't . be done to end 
the 


silly fiction that the Communists 
are no different from the old-time 
minority 
parties which, while 


hopeless, are generally well-mean- 
ing and patriotic. 


As for the: law against Com- 


munists in ;union office, 1* would 
•eem that It might be more dem- 
ocratic and effective to let the 
unions do their own purging. And 
why not include, by name, Klans- 
men, Columbians and others of 
their stripe4-«ince. they are just 
as un-American as the' Commu- 
nists, if perhaps less violent. 


Also, why limit the ban to un- 


ions in a labor 
relations 
law ? 


Logic suggests that 'Communist 
officers of corporations would be 
just as dangerous.

As the cartoon wizard pointed 


out in his comfortable but inaus- 


picious office, an ordinary movie 
can show a prqfit within a year of 
its conception. Four months of 
shooting, two of editing and print- 
ing and a half-year in the theater 
can put a film in the black, : 


"Now we have to depend on a 


reissue for 
a profit from ear- 


toons", said Disney. The timetab- 
le of a feature reads something- 
like this: "Preparation—one and a 
half years; drawing—two years; 
release—three years. Then it is 
withdrawn for two years and reis- 
sued. By that time it starts pay-

Disney will throw his 
whole 


staff into work on "Alice in Won- 
derland", his first post-war super- 
special, and even so. production 
will require two years

more. The picture's cost, now es- 
timated at $3,500,000, may be a 
long-time a-coming back. 


"But all we have to do is wait 


long enough", commented Walt, 
an intense man with undulating 
eyebrows.

• Salt Lake City, July 14—(AP) 


—The nation's governors, await- 
ing a first hand report on inter- 
national developments by Secre- 
tary of State Marshal, heard de- 
mands today that the federal gov- 
ernment yield some of its taxing 
powers. 


With Marshall scheduled for a 


major foreign policy speech at a 
state dinner tonight, Gov. Thom- 
as J. Herbert, Ohio Republican, 
told his colleagues at the opening 
session of the annual conference 
that too much taxing in Wash- 
ington is destroying local respon- 
sibility. 


"I am opposed to t,he unlimited 


centralization of taxing- power in 
the 
federal 
government

ever-increasing subsidies to the 
state and local' government," Her- 
bert declared in a prepared ad- 
dress.

July's Birthstone 


Is Ruby: Origin Is 


Romantic Legend 


July's birthstone is the ruby, a 


gem which in the legends of an 
ancient times symbolized charity, 
dignity and divine power. 
Be- 


cause of its beauty and rarity, it 
has always been considered valu- 
able. Kings and emperors sought 
rubies for their crowns, gave their 
most beautiful red gems as love 
tokens to beautiful princesses. In 
the Bible the ruby's great mate- 
rial value is recognized by Job 
who says, "The price of wisdom 
is above rubies." 


When cut • encabochon—dome 


shaped—the ruby will usually show 
a six-ray star, similar to that in a 
sapphire (both gems are of the 
corundum family.) 
One of the 


fascinating characteristics of the 
star ruby is that as often as it is 
cut each part will reproduce itself 
as a star. 


The largest known star ruby, 


which is in the Morgan collection, 
weighs J.OO carats. Thi= gem is a 
milky crimson with an unusually 
well defined and 
brilliant star. 


Ruby stars are usually opaque 
and may range in color from light 
pink to deep red. The stone itself 
has been found h- the same range 
of color. 


Origin Lost In Legend 


The famous pigeon blood ruby 


—a bluish red—is the most de- 
sired color, hence the most valu- 
able. The best quality rubies, in- 
cluding the pigeon blood variety, 
come from Burma. Lesser rubies 
are found in Coylon, Afghanistan, 
Australia. M4idaga.srai-. 
Borneo 


and the United States. 


.While the actual origin of the 


ruby is lost In legend, it has al- 
ways been closely associated.with 
the land of Kipling's 
Road to 


Mandalay, Burma. 
One ancient 


tale relates that a powerful Bur- 
mese Rajah chose the most per- 
fect diamond as a gift for his 
queen.- A villanous prince of the 
court coveted the gem, and when 
his desire grew too strong for his 
discretion, he stabbed the queen 
and stole the diamond. But "be- 
fore he could tear away the gem 
it became saturated 
with 
the 


queen's blood—and thus was born 
the ruby. 
The legend does not 


say what happened to the evil 
prince. 


In the fashion world rubies are 


again very popular when set in 
gold. 
Combined with multi-col- 


ored stones they are being shown 
in handsome clips, 
rings, 
ear- 


rings nnd - pins. They are being 
set with diamonds in gold watch 
cases, and at the terminals where 
wrist joins the watch. Diamonds 
add depth and brilliance to rubles. 


Incidentally, the ruby has al- 


ways be'en considered a masculine 
gem, 
and is particularly appro- 


priate for cuff links, jeweled tie 
clasps and such.

A« the battle or the European 


bloc gets under way it is produc- 
ing- some strange though typica 
tactics on the part of Russia and 
her satellites. 


The Moscow press is maintain- 


ing a violent barrage ol propa- 
ganda, against the Marshall econ- 
omic program and the Paris con- 
ference, which it declares is doom- 
ed to failure. At the same time 
the Communist newspaper Pravda 
records that the eastern European 
nations are interested in gettin. 
United States credits, though di- 
rectly 
from 
America and not 


through Britain and France. This 
follows the announcement by Po- 
land, after she had turned thumbs 
down' on economic cooperation, 
that she expected help from the 
U. S. A. 


From this distance that would 


seem to be about like saying: "We 
are going to fight your economic 
sroject to a finish, but we expect 
you to furnis^h us with the where- 
withal to do the job". 


Still, the western democracies 


are taking all this in stride, with 
unruffled tempers. 
The door re- 


mains open for Russia and her 
bllowers to participate in the 
economic program. 


Must Give to Benefit 


However, informed sources in 


Washington have made' in clear 
hat the countries of eastern Eu- 
rope can benefit only to the -ex-

Secondly, as pointed out, in a pre- 
vious column, the Soviet bloc is 
a very unstable one because it 
is made up of liberty-loving coun- 
tries which always have fought 
infringement of their independ- 
ence. There is no doubt that Cze- 
choslovakia and some other mem- 
bers of the. Russian bloc are most 
unhappy over the trend of affairs, 
and want to participate in the 
Paris conference. 


Situation Is Bad 


Of course, much will depend on 


the economic trend in Europe in 
the immediate future. The situa- 
tion as a whole is mighty bad, but 
the consensus of the experts is 
that things will get worse before 
they get better. 
Then the ques-
